Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed.

Claims 1-14 call for, among others, a supply ripple pre- compensation circuit for 
compensating voltage ripples on a supply voltage supplied to the bridge circuit; wherein 
the supply ripple pre-compensation circuit compensates the voltage ripples on the 
supply voltage based on the input signal.
